The 
cash was put by Congress in the 
hands of the Grain Corporation, 
Hoover said, so that the funds will 
become availabl: in a tommercial 
manner. and without the delays inci- 
dent to usual Governn ent expendi- 
tures.

RIGA, Dec. 23.—‘‘The famine sit- 
uation has become absolutely ghast- 
ly,” said Col. William N. Haskell, di- 
rector of the American Relief Ad- 
ministration work in Russia, on his 
arrival here from Moscow, on his 
way to London to confer with Wal- 
ter L. Brown, European director of 
American relief. 

“Where a few months ago,” con- 
tinued Col. Haskell, “the people 
were dying by hundreds, they are 
now dying by thousands. In a few 
months they will be dying by hun- 
dreds of thousands. One of the re- 


lief men in a trip covering more than 
400 miles found only two places 
where food could be had for love or 
money. In the Saratov district they 
are dying so fast that bodies are 
literally being hauled away by the 
cart load.”

Says Private Contributions of $50,-

BOYS UNDER SIX 
LARGER THAN GIRLS 
OF THE SAME AGE 


California Children Slightly 
Taller and Heavier Than Oth- 
ers, Federal Report Shows. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Boys in 
this country under six years average 
from one-third to one-half an inch 
taller and “about one pound” heavier 
than girls, according to a report to- 
day by the Federal Children’s Bu- 


reau, said to be based on “the largest 
mass of data on the heights and 
weights of children under six years 
of age ever brought together in this 
country.” The tabulation was made 
in connection with “children’s year’’ 
and includes both native and for- 
eign-born children. 

_ .“California children. were found, to 
be slightly taller and heavier than 
other groups in the study,’”’ the re- 
port said, ‘‘a difference for which 
climate or some other factor than 
the nationality composition of the 
population, which closely resembles 
that of other parts of the country, is 
held responsible.” 

A selected group of native born 
children showed “very little devia- 
tion,’’: from: the total average, in- 
cluding foreign-born, the report said. 
While negro children’ under four 
years of age showed a deficiency in 
both height and weight as compared 
with white children, this difference 
was said to have practically disap- 
peared at the fifth year.

'Six-Year-Old Girl Put Into Suit- 
case—Was Seen to Enter 


Place With Man. 
NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Dec. 
23.—Packed in a suit case. the body 


of Hazel Carchersky, 6 years old, 
was found in a closet of the Hotel 
Albany here early today by a pa- 
trolman.

The girl lived with her mother at 
the Bellmore Hotel, which the moth- 
er manages. The girl’s father is 
under indictment in connection with 
an attack on a child and has been 
missing some time.

Charles Young, However, 
Refuses to State Whether 
Amount Was as Much as 
$8500, as Is Rumored. 


Further investigation of the busil- 
ness affairs of Frank W. Rodgers, 
a real estate dealer in the Interna- 
tional Life Building, who shot and 
killed himself in Forest Park Oct. 
26, has disclosed that other clients, 
in addition to Mrs. Mary G. Williams 
of 518 Whittier street, lost money 
in transactions with him. 


Jeremiah Martin of 758A South 
Newstead avenue, a baggage check- 
er for the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation, says he lost $4000, and 
Charles Young, a grocer at 311 De 
Baliviere avenue, who it was report, 
ed in real estate circles, had lost 
about $8500, said that he had been 
“hooked,” but declined to give any 
details. 

Rumor in Realty Circles. 

Immediately after Rodgers’ suicide 
rumors became current in real estate 
circles that he was involved to the 
extent of more than $25,000 in deals 
with clients. However, the first defi- 
nite information regarding his finan- 
cial affairs was not disclosed until 
yesterday, when Fred H. Fredricks. 
0171 Cabanne avenue, formerly a 
salesman for Rodgers, was arrested 
on a warrant charging grand lar- 
ceny and obtained $854 under false 
pretenses from Mrs. Williams. The 
lattey iwformed the Circuit Attorney 
that $800ehe had given to Fredricks, 
as part payment on a deed of trust, 
had not been used for that purpose. 
Counsel for Fredricks said that he 
had merely acted for Rodgers at the 
latter’s direction as employer, and 
could prove his innocence. 

‘I do not deny or affirm the in- 
fotfmation you have,” Young said to 
a /Post-Dispatch reporter, when His 
attention had been called to infor- 
mation disclosed by records in the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds. 
“This man (referring to Rodgers) 
hooked me. He was my friend and 
he is dead, and I am willing to let 
it go. In fact, I am trying to for- 
get it. It is not. pleasant to lose 
money. I have a wife and seven 
children. 

“T know of others who were in- 
volved in deals with Rodgers in 
which they lost money. If you make 
inquiry you will find that he got to 
several real estate men as well as 
others.. Ask along Real Estate Row 
and you will find that he took ad- 
vantage of several persons who trust- 
ed him. I know some people who 
trusted him. Real estate men will 
tell you about it. They have told 
me. Anything you say in connec- 
tion with what I lost should make it 
perfectly clear that you did not get 
the information from me.” 

Advanced $2000 to Rodgers. ~ 

Martin said that his losses re- 
sulted from three deals with Rod- 
gers, $2000 of the sum having been 
advanced to Rodgers as a loan. 

“I began doing business with Rod- 
gers about five years ago, when I 
purchased a small home at 1925 
Clara avenue,” said Martin. ‘The 
place was too small for me and I 
sold it at a profit of $800. I then 
invested, through Rodgers, $1500 in 
a store, cottage and two-family flat 
at Sarsfield place and OF allon street. 
The store was leased to the Kroger 
Grocery and Baking Co., and the 
rentals from all the property yield- 
ed me an income of $69 a month. I 
did not receive the rent and when I 
asked Rodgers about it he told me 
he was spending the money in re- 
pairs on the property. 

“T did not press him hard. I had 
confidence in him. Although I 
knew he had extravagant ideas about 
improving property—he was willing 
to spend a whole lot more in re- 
pairing and decorating property than 
it would yield—I let him go. He 
had purchased my interest in the 
property through a ‘straw man’ and 
when the quit claim deed was not 
delivered to me I inquired about it. 
Rodgers put me off with one ex- 
cuse and then another. He told me 
he had ‘many irons in the fire.’ 

“T believed him, but later I dis- 
covered that two second mortgages, 
one for $1200, had been placed 
against the property, and that the 
rents from the property had been as- 
signed to the real estate company 
which had furnished the second 
loans. 

“Later Rodgers borrowed $2000 
from me and told me that he was go-

BF PK SHINGTON, Dec. 23.—-An 
8000-word communique by the Arm- 
aments Committee of the Washing - 
ton conference after yesterday's 
meeting was in the form of a para- 
phrase of the statement made for 
the delegation of each Power with 
respect to the British proposal that 
submarines be abolished as a naval 
weapon. The argument of Lord 
Lee, of the British Admiralty, came 
first. It stated the view of the 
British Government to be “that 
what was required was not merely 
restrictions on submarines,. but their 
total and final abolishment.” 

Lord Lee presentéd the following 
. estimates of existing submarine ton- 
nage: United States, 83,500; Great 
Britai:, 80,500; Japan, 32,000; 
France, 28,360, and Italy, 18,260. 

He pointed out that, under the 
American proposals of 90,000 tons 
each for Great. Britain and the 
United States and 54,000 for Japan, 
the United States could build 6,600 
tons, Great Britain 9,500 and Japan 
21,800, with the other two countries 
in proportion. 

Lord Lee declared that methods 
of location, detection and destruc- 
tion of submarines had proceeded 
much further than the development 
of submarines themselves and great- 
ly reduced the value of the sub- 
mersibles against modern war craft. 
He said he believed Germany had 
used 375 U-boats in the war, of 
which 203 had been sunk, and that 
the accomplishments of the U-boats 
in “legitimate naval warfare” had 
been “almost insignificant.” 

No less than 15,000,000 British 
troops had crossed and recrossed 
the English Channel during the war, 
and not one man had been lost from 
the action of submarines except on 
board hospital ships, the paraphrase 
declared. 

“Later some 2,000,000 United States 
troops had been brought across the 
Atlantic and the submarine had 
proved equally powerless’ in their 
case, it added. 

Against Organized Force. 

“In fact,”” the communique con- 
tinued, in presenting Lord Lee's ar- 
gument, “the U-boat, whether con- 
sidered as an offensive or a defensive 
weapon against any*sort of organ- 
ized naval force, Had proved almost 
contemptible.” es 

Taking up the argument as to 
coast lines, Lord Lee pointed out 
that Great Britain alone had almost 
as much coast to defend as all of the 
other Powers at the conference com- 
bined, or “four times the circum- 
ference of the globe.” In addition, 
he added, “Great Britain had the 
longest trade route to protect.” 

Against Merchant Ships. 

Lord Lee asserted that submarines 

had “achieved real success” against 
merchant ships only and made the 
following summary of what German 
submarines had accomplished 
against mercantile vessels in the 
war: 
“No less than 12,000,000 tons of 
shipping had been sunk, of a value 
of $1,100,000,000, apart from their 
cargoes. Over 20,000 noncombatants 
—men, women and children—had 
been drowned. It is true that this 
action had been undertaken in vio- 
lation of all laws, both human and 
divine. The German excuse for it 
had been its effectiveness. They had 
used the same argument as in the 
case of poison gas, which had set a 
precedent which appeared likely to 
endure for all time, now that na- 
tions had. been driven to resort to 
it.” 

Lord Lee argued that the subma- 
rine "menace could be banished only 
by total abolishment from the sea, 
adding that this was the intention of 
the treaty of Versailles, which ‘for- 
bade Germany to construct subma- 
rines for any purpose. 

Objecting to limitation of subma- 
rines, Lord Lee said U-boat fleets 
could be rapidly expanded in time of 
war and the industry and a nucleus 
of personnel maintained unless com- 
plete abolishment was decided upon. 
He insisted that the British delega- 
tion ‘“‘were animated by no selfish 
motives” in urging that course, al- 
though “it would be foolish not to 
recognize that Great Britain was the 
nation most exposed to the menace 
of the submarine.”’ 

English Food Supply. 

Lord Lee declared that an aver- 
age of only seven weeks’ food stocks 
was maintained in the country by 
England, and continued: 

“There were some people who said 
it was this vulnerability of Great 
Britain which justified the retention 
of the submarine, since it was by 
these means alone that the British 
Empire could be stricken down. The 
late war had shown, however, that 


the British Empire was not easily | 
stricken down and if war should ever | 


come again, it could be imagined 
that means would be found for our 
country to save itself from starva- 
tion. 


“But it might be claimed that, if

Not Cheap for Victim. 
Lord Lee argued that submarines 
might be ‘“‘cheap for the aggressor, 
but it was not so for the victim.” 
During the war, he said, Great Brit- 
ain maintained an average of 3000 
antisubmarine surface craft. He 
said also that he was not impressed 
with the argument that submarines 
could not be dealt with because ‘‘it 
was found impossible to deal effec- 
tively with poison gas or air bombs, 
which were by-products of essential 
industries.”’ 
The speaker continued that sub- 
marines constituted the only class of 
vessels which the conference was 
asked to give “permission to thrive 
and multiply.” 
“To show the earnestness of the 
British Government in this matter,” 
Lord Lee pointed out, ‘‘the para- 
phrase continued that Great Brit- 
tain possessed the largest and prob- 
ably the most efficient submarine 
navy in the world, composed of 100 
vessels of 80,000 tons. He was pre- 
pared to scrap the whole of this 
great fleet and to disband the per- 
sonnel, provided that the other Pow- 
ers would do the same. That was| 
the British offer to the world, and /§ 
he believed that it was a greater | 
contribution to the cause of human- | 
ity than the limitation of capital | 
ships.”’ 
In closing, Lord Lee said it was 
not the intention of the British dele- 
gation that the settlement as to cap- 
ital ships ‘‘should be affected if they | 
failed to carry their point in regard | 
to the abolition of submarines.” The} 
British would welcome,-however, he 
said, any suggestions for restrictions 
or reduction of submarines, and/| 
awaited with interest the proposals | 
of the French delegates. 

Secretary Hughes, as chairman, 
intervened to say that figures of 
American naval experts as to existing 
submarine tonnage built and build- 
ing for each Power differed from. 
those presented by Lord Lee. The 
American figures were, he _ said, 
United States 95,000 tons, Great 
Britain 82,464, France 42,850, Japan 
81,400 and Italy 20,228. 

“The United States has, there- 
fore,” the communique continued, in 
quoting Hughes, ‘95,000 tons, which 
it is prepared to reduce.

French View Is Given. 

For the French delegation, M. 
Sarraut stated his “profound disap- 
proval of the barbarous use which 
was made of submarines in the late 
war.” He recalled that the subma- 
rine question had been dealt with 
at the peace conference and by the 
League of Nations, and “that public 
opinion had shown itself favorable 
to the continuance of submarines.” 
For the French delegation, M. Sar- 
raut asserted the belief, “that the 
submarine was pre-eminently a de- 
fensive weapon, especially for na- 
tions scantily supplied with capital 
ships.”” He argued that “the sub- 
marine had proved itself to be un- 
equal to gaining control of the seas, 
and could not be considered as a | 
dominating weapon.” It was also un-| 
deniable, he contended, that the sub-/! 
marine ‘“‘could be used under honor- | 
able conditions,"’ and said it was cer- 
tain these conditions would be for- 
mulated in conformity with the les- 
sons of the late war.

First Discussion of Issue De- 
velops That English Stand 
Alone for Abolition of Use 
in War.

It does not approve 
limitation in size of submarines.” 

The Advisory Committee report on 
the submarine declared that “what- 
ever is said about unlimited warfare 
by submarines is also true of un- 
limited warfare by surface craft, 
provided the combatant wishes to 
violate the rules of war.” 

It pointed to operations of Confed- 
erate cruisers in destroying property, 
but not lives, in the war between the 
States, and of the German Moewe, 
a surface ship in the late war, and 
added: 

“So that unlimited warfare is not 
necessarily an attribute of the sub- 
marine alone.” 

Visit and Search. 

The report pointed out the diffi- 
culties of visit and search for sub- 
marines because of limited person- 
nel, but said this also applied to 
small surface craft. It added that 
vulnerability of the submarine and 
the “probability of its sinking the 
vessels it captured” in the late war 
prompted merchant ships, including 
neutrals, to arm. 

“Such action greatly hampers the 
activity of submarines.and tends to- 
ward illegal acts both by the mer- 
chant vessels and by the subma- 
rine,” the report said.

But 
should France ask for a similar ra- 
tio, it will meet with British opposi- 
tion. 


British View on War Rules. 


The British spokesman last night 
said the British would do everything 
possible to secure abolition of the 
submarine, but, if that could not be 
done, would join with the delegates 
of other Powers in the effort to lay 
down rules of war that would strictly 
limit submarine usages. He declared, 
however, that British statesmen 
were frankly skeptical of the value 
of such rules, pointing out that be- 
fore the war Great Britain had 
joined other nations in agreeing upon 
rules prohibiting use of poisonous 
gases, the dropping of explosives 
from aircraft and the bombing of 
open towns. 


Replying to a question as to why 
Great Britain had declined to sign 
the convention of London, which did 
lay down the rules for the regulation 
of naval warfare, the spokesman said 
it was because a certain number of 
people in England had vision enough 
to realize that war with Germany 
was coming, and that while Great 
Britain would be tied down, Ger- 
many would not be bound.

Move, Credited to French 
Liberals, Would Take in 


Great Britain, France and 


Italy Also.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Word 
has reached here through unofficial 
channels of a movement under way 
n Europe to bring about a new four- 
power treaty whereby Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Germany should 
agree to guarantee each other’s ter- 
ritory against “unprovoked aggres- 
sion” by any other Power. 

This plan, which, curiously 
enough, owes its inspiration to 
French diplomacy seeks a way. to 
remove the bugbear of a possible in- 
vasion by Germany which has been 
held forth as justification for the 
continued existence of large stand- 
ing armies on the continent of Eu- 
rope. Broadly speaking, the French 
liberals who are back of the plan, 
believe the time has come to bring 
Germany into a combination with 
the other Powers which will tran- 
quilize Europe and aid its economic 
recuperation. 

In one sense the plan recognizes 
the unwisdom of the enforcement 
clauses of the Versailles treaty, with 
its recurring penalties of occupation 
of German territory in the event of 
German failure to pay indemunities. 
The idea now is to obtain some una- 
nimity of opinion among the larger 
Powers of Europe so that the rep- 
aration burden may be more equally 
adjusted and so that Germany her- 
self will adopt a new. spirit toward 
her obligations under the Versailles 
pact. 

U. S. Not a Party. 


The United States Government 
will, of course, not be a party to such 
a new treaty in Europe, as it is the 


viewpoint of the Harding administra- 


tion that guarantees against aggres- 
sion on the continent of Europe are 
strictly European matters, On the 
other hand, the American Govern- 
ment would lend its moral support 
to any movement which accom- 
plished peace in Europe. f 

The suggestion of a four-Power 
pact including Germany was first 
discussed informally when Premier 
Briand was in Washington. Hereto- 
fore alliances have been made only 
between friendly Powers as an offset 
to possible attacks by unfrfendly na- 
tions. The making of a four-Power 
pact between Great Britain, France, 
United States and Japan, however 
offers a precedent because it includes 
the very country—Japan—which so 
many American and Japanese writ- 
ers have been regarding as the poten- 
tial opponent of the United States. 

Mr. Harding has informally indi- 
cated that before long the European 
Powers would have to include Ger- 
many in their discussion of European 
questions and that until Germany sat 
down at the same table with France 
and Great Britain there would be no 
assurance of a settlement of pending 
problems, especially reparations. 


In the conferences which have 
been going on in London, the French 
viewpoint has been that, until Great 
Britain gave France explicit guaran- 
ties that she would come to the aid 
of France in the event of an attack 
by Germany, there could be no cur- 
tailment of French land armament 
or concessions to Germany. The Brit- 
ish have declared that the withdraw- 
al of French troops from the Rhine 
country would help to assure peace 
in Europe. 


Failed on First Effort. 


The situation is, therefore, some- 
what analogous to that which 
prompted the four-Power pact on 
the Pacific. In this case, the French 
having failed to get a three-Power 
pact with Great Britain and the 
United States guaranteeing France 
against unprovoked aggression, the 
alternative is to obtain such a guar- 
antee for France by coupling it up 
with a German guarantee, too. 

French Liberals who favor the 
plan see no reason why their own 
Government should object to it since 
to refuse to give a pledge that would 
guarantee Germany against attack 
by France might imply an ultimate

Supporters of Treaty Elated by Vote 
on Adjournment. 

By the Associated Press. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 23.—The Dail 
Eireann, by a vote of 77 to 44, de- 
cided late yesterday, on a motion 
submitted by Michael Collins, to ad- 
journ further debate on the Irish 
treaty until Tuesday, Jan. 3. It was 
not the motion itself, but an amend- 
ment to the motion on which the 
vote was actually’ taken. The 
amendment, introduced and seconded 
by opponents of the treaty, called 
for continuous sittings day and eve- 
ning until a decision was taken on 
the treaty’s ratification or rejection. 

The defeat of the amendment au- 
tomatically decided the motion. 
With few exceptions, so far as could 
be observed, the vote followed the 
party lines of those favoring or Op- 
posing the treaty. 

Nobody believes, of course, that if 
a vote had been taken on the treaty 
itself the majority would have been 
so great as the vote on the adjourn- 
ment motion gave its supporters, but 
there is no doubt in the minds of 
those who have been following the 
debates carefully that this vote 
roughly approximates the sentiments 
for and against the treaty. This is 
denied by some of the opponents of 
the treaty, who assert that manv 
of the deputies on both sides voted 
for adjournment in order that they 


might get home. 


In fact, Countess Markievicz, one | 


of the strongest opponents of the 
treaty, seconded Collins’ proposal, 
apparently having in mind the pos- 
sibility of the debate continuing 
through Christmas day and night 
and overlooking the possibility of a 
party division on the motion. 

Collins showed eagerness to rush 
his motion through to quick divi- 
sion. He summarily checked Dep- 
uty Milroy, who interrupted the tak- 
ing of the vote to have the question 
cleared up as to whether deputies 
representing two constituencies 
should have two votes, Collins de- 
claring that he would not hear of 
having the fate of Ireland decided 
on the question of a technicality.

Career With “The Rebel.” 


One of the most picturesque of 
Henry Watterson’s newspaper ad- 
ventures was as editor of the Chat- 
tanooga Rebel, the peripatetic jour- 
nal of the Confederate Army of Ten- 
nessee, launched by Franc M. Paul, 
then clerk of the Tennessee State 
Senate, in August, 1862, in Chatta- 
nooga. 


Publisher Paul soon after launch- 
ing the enterprise visited Murfrees- 
boro, where he found young Watter- 
son serving as a volunteer aid on the 
staff of Gen. N. B. Forrest. The 
Rebel needed an editor, and Paul 
readily persuaded Forrest that Wat- 
terson could do more for the South- 
ern cause on the tripod than in the 
saddle. With Watterson as editor, 
the Chattanooga Rebel quickly be- 
|came one of the most famous jour- 
nals of the Civil War period. Before 
it had been forced to move to Mari- 
etta, Ga., because of the advance of 
Rosecranz’s army, the circulation had 
grown to 8000 copies a day and the 
nimber could have been doubled had 
had the publisher been able to pro- 
vide the necessary white paper. 

Watterson’s connection with the 
picturesque journal continued until 
after the battle of Chickamauga, 
Sept. 19-20, 1862. Both the pub- 
lishers and the young editor agreed 
that Bragg had lost his fitness for the 
command of the Army of Tennessee, 
in view of the strong prejudice aris- 
ing in the army, but, according to 
the reminiscences of the late pub- 
lisher, they disagreed as to what the 
attitude of the Rebel should be. 

“Mr. Watterson,” according to the 
publisher, “was constantly itching to 
attack Bragg,” and during the ab- 
sence of Paul in search of white pa- 
per, poured forth the vials of his 
wrath upon the head of the com- 
mander of the Army of Tennessee, 
with the result that Gen. Bragg is- 
aued an order excluding the Rebel 
from circulation tn his army, the 
chief source of its patronage. 

“The result was a breach between 
the publisher and the young editor, 
Watterson quitting the Rebel and in 
a short time joining the Atlanta Con- 
federacy. The Rebel subsequently, 
as a result of Sherman's advance 
into Georgia, moved to Griffin, Ga., 
and finally wound up its career at 
Selma. Ala., where Wilson's Federal 
cavalry extinguished it, including its 
precious files, in April, 1865,

Two News Episodes. 


In answer to a question put by an 
interviewer last September, Col.

“The biggest plece of news ever 
printed in the newspapers during my 
career was the assassination of Ab- 
raham Lincoln.” 

From an editorial in the Touis- 
ville Courier-Journal on his seventy- 
eighth birthday, in which he warned 
President Wilson to hold himself to 
the Constitution and be held by it, 
not above it: 


“Whoever wants to consider this 
disloyal may accept in advance my 
scorn a8 @ poor creature whose good 
Opinion, if uttered loud enough, 
would kill a dog. Whoever regards it 
as the pessimism of an old man ha* 
my invitation to try ‘conclusions 
with Marquis of Queensberry rules.

ought to see me swim.” 


Disliked a “Dry Carousal.” 

In a letter regretting inability to 
attend a dinner given by the Press 
Club in April,« 1920, he wrote: 

“The thought of a iong journey to 
a dry carousal is little short of ap- 
palling. I ao pity you boys with no: 
even light wines and beer. Why 
don't you get up an insurrection? | 
am still, let me say, one of the boys 
——a bit battered and out of the ring 
—but I can sit up and take notice." 

In his memoirs published two 
years ago he said: 

“The nearest approach to the 
ideal statesman I have known was 
the most grossly stigmatized while 
he lived. I have Mr. Samuel J. Til- 
den in mind. If ever a man pursued 
an ideal life he did. From youth to 
age he dwelt among his fancies. He 
was truly a man of the world among 
men of letters, and a man of letters 
among men of the warld.”’ 


Gave Views on League. 

In a letter to the New York World 
March 21, 1921, he said;
